1. Applicants' amendment filed June 4, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 9-17 
and 19-20 are deleted. Now, Claims 1-8 and 18 are pending. 



2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 102 and 103 in the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 20080301) is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 and 18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: JP511 (JP 2001-172511) and Hino (US 5 814 681). 

None of the above references, taken alone or in combination, teaches or 
fairly suggest a) the manufacture method of a hydroxyapatite complex where an 
alkoxysilyl group-containing polymer-based material is used as set forth in Claims 
1-8; and b) the manufacture method of a hydroxyapatite complex where a 
hydroxyapatite sintered compact is reacted with an isocyanate group of silk 
fibroin as set forth in Claim 18.
